(the course of its rejected report, 


the Council’s special committee 
proposed that the Act should so 
be amended as to provide for the 


‘retention of what is good and 


useful county managers’ 
while ensuring the 
continuance of the powers of local 
institutions. A county manager’s 
powers, said the committee, 
“should be those of a managing, 
rather than of a governing, 
director.“ Which, if either, of 
these demands is likely to impress 
the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment? For good or ill, simple 
repeal—a reversion to the system 
which prevailed before the Manage- 
ment Act became law—may be 
ruled out of court. It*would be 
out of harmony both with con- 
stitutional practice and with the 
amour propre of Ministers. Apart 
from such considerations, we would 
regret the abandonment of a system 


in 


which we believe to be sound in 


principle, however defective it may 
be in many of its practical appli- 
cations » and we find ourselves in 
sympathy with the demand for 
substantial amendments, rather 
than repeal, of the Act’s general 
provisions. Furthermore, we are 
persuaded of the need of prompt, 


as well as considerable, revisions, 


it public interest is to be sustained 


in the affairs of county councils 
and other local elective bodies. 
That conclusion, as our readers 
may recall, has not been reached 
in a hurry. Before the Act became 
law we recorded our view that 
managers would find it extremely 
difficult, if not quite impossible, 
to deal effectively with the detailed 
business affairs of several inde- 
pendent county and urban councils, 
boards of assistance, mental 
hospital committees, and other 
allied local boards and authorities. 
We took the view that men who 
made serious efforts to supervise 
in person the detailed business of 
so many independent councils and 
boards, and at the same time to 
pay due regard ‘to the views of 
local representatives, would be 
faced with an almost impossible 
task. We said, and we now say, 
that the inevitable result of im- 
posing so many and divergent 
responsibilities would be either 
inadequate attention to administra- 
tive detail, or failure to keep in 
effective touch with local views and 
sentiment. 

To-day, with more than a year’s 
practical experience of the Act’s 
provisicns, there are good reasons 
—apart from the demands of 
representative bodies—to fear that 
our forecasts have been justified. 
‘Recent public inquiries have dis- 
closed serious conflicts of view not 
alone between managers and 
councils, but between managers 
and other responsible local 
officials. Instead of the greater 
local and 
central government which the 
Management Act was intended to 
create, there is accumulating evi- 
dence of its disruptive tendencies. 
In some cases, managers, having 
undue regard to the Department’s 
authority, have been disposed to 
pay little attention to local senti- 
ment. In others, managers’ 
efforts to go a bit of the way” 
with all concerned have demon- 
strated’ the danger of divided 
allegiance. Yet, despite all such 
defects and difficulties, experience 
has not been uniformly unfavour- 
able. In some cases, vigorous 
opponents of the managerial 
system have begun to recognise 
some of its essential merits. Sub- 
ject to certain amendments and 
adaptations, their conversion yet 
may be completed. If the Govern- 
ment, instead of preserving the

This preoccupation with 
farming in the home is the 
natural result of a shortage of 
food, and in particular of meat, 
throughout the whole of Europe. 
The flat-dweller who can save 
enough from his rations to raise 
even a pigeon in the window-box 
is assured of one good meal for a 
festive occasion. With affectionate 
eyes he can watch his charge 
growing and fattening as the days 
go by. If he chooses a rabbit, he 
can share a leaf of lettuce with 
it in the evening, and watch it 
disporting itself upon the sitting- 
room carpet before retiring, to its 
little basket for the night; if he 
prefers to keep a duck in the 
bathroom, he can find pleasure in 
its artless quacking and its 
brightly pointed glance as he 
shaves. Yet that way lies a 
painful dilemma ; for, even as the 
little creature increases in size 
and succulence, it strengthens its 
grip upon his heart. In the end 
he is left with the unhappy choice 
of killing the thing he loves, or 
of allowing his wedding anniver- 
sary to be celebrated, once again, 
with a meal of porridge and 
sausages. The European flat- 
farmer, however, has a justifica- 
tion which was denied to the 
stage-Irishman in his. indoor 
stock-raising ventures: he has 
nowhere to keep his pigs except 
under the bed. Usually, the 
Irishman had, and has, the use
